MURPHY THROTTLES TAMMANY. 
FORCES HIS SLATE THROUGH. 
(BY DIRBCT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—{ Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Facing not alone the threat of 
a bolt on the part of the Brooklyn 
Democracy, but a revolt within the 
Tammany organization, Charies’ F. 
Murphy forced through his siate in the 
Democratic city convention at Car- 
megie Hall, which was in session until 
an early hour this morning. Congress- 
man George B. McClellan was nomi- 
mated for Mayor, Badward M. Grout for 
Centrolier. and Charlies D. Fornes for 
president of the Board of Aldermen. 

Reports that it was the intention of 
Murphy to permit Grout and Fornes 
te be defeated on the floor were ex- 

. when James J. Martin of the 
Democratic City Committee joined 
with the men from Brooklyn in op- 
pesing the nominations of Messrs. 
Grout and Fornes. Martin, who had 
been the rival of Murphy for the Tam- 
many leadership, deciared he could 
not vote for the fusion candidates. It 
wes felt among-those who attended 
the convention that his action meant 
that the fight of Murphy to crush the 
MeLaughiin machine wes to be made 
the opportunity among his foes in the 
wigwam to overthrow hum. 

Murphy himself was made the tar- 
get of a bitter attack. Martin W. Lit- 
tleton, speaking for the Brooklyn men, 
invoked the names of John Kelly and 
Richard Croker, quoted from the bit- 
ter remarks made by Grout upon Tam- 
many, and demanded that the present 
leader arise and defend his candidate. 

The Brooklyn delegation present 
named Judge William J. Gaynor as 
their choice for Mayor, but when they 
were defeated, they bowed gracefully 
to the inevitable, ex-Bridge Commis- 
sioner John L. Shea moving to make 
the nomination of McClellan unani- 
mous in a speech which indicated that 
whatever bitterness there had been in 
the Willoughby-street organization, 
the antagoniem to MeCleilan's candi- 
dacy wes not as deep as had been 
supposed. ‘ 

The Brooklyn organization proposed 
Julian D. Fairchild for Controlier, as 
against Grout, and Herman A. Mets 
for president of the Board of Alder- 
men, as against Fornes. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Only three or four times was there any 
pronounced applause, and references 
reflecting on President Roosevelt 
passed without cheers.

The 
Brooklyn delegates rose en masse and 
cheered, and waved their hats when 
Littleton named Justice Gaynor, and 
their enthusiasny carried the whole 
house, except the delegates from the 
boroughs opposed to Brooklyn. 

On the roll call » Assembly dis- 
tricts, Manigpttan, the Bronx., Queens 
and Richmand were unanimous for 
McClellan. The only break in the 
solidity of the vote of Kings county for 
Gaynor was in the Eleventh District. 
the leader announcing: ‘‘Nine vores for 
W. J. Gaynor; one vote for George B. 
MeCilelian.” 

On the roll call, Grout was nomi- 
nated by a vote of 428 to 226. James J. 
Martin and four other delegates from 
the Twenty-seventh Manhattan Dis- 
trict voting for Julian Fairchild. to- 
gether with the delegates from Kings. 

Charles V. Fornes a Herman A. 
Metz were placed in nomination for 
president of the Board of Aldermen. 
Fornes receiving the nomination. An 
effort was made to have Grout’s nom- 
ination declared ynanimous. John M. 
Shea voiced the formal protest of 
Kings county, and the protest was 
bonored. 

When the convention broke up 
Leader Charlies F. Murnhy declared 
himeelf as being very we"! satisfied.

derstood it. I ought to make one ex- 
ception. One great and successful ef- 
fort was made by Cobden himself when 
he negotiated a commercial treaty with 
France in 1868 When I consider that 
treaty I ask myself whether Cobden 
was indeed a Cobdenite.” 

Detailing the history of this treaty, 
Mr. Balfour convended that Cobden 
and Gladstone in negotiating it in- 
tended to offer a remission of taxation 
in return for which protectionist 
France was to make certain trading 
concessions, and, failing those con- 
cessions, the taxes were to be retained. 
He continued: 

“I consider that there is absolutely 
no difference between retaining a tax 
for diplomatic purposes which you 
would otherwise repeal, and imposing 
a tax which you would otherwise not 
impose for carrying out the same ob- 
ject. 1 confess that when I hear criti- 
cisms upon American and German 
policy which caused those great indus- 
trial nations to accompany their mar- 
velous commercia! expansion with pro- 
tective duties which must ve thrown 
a burden upon the consumer, I feel 
that they have a retort to which I 
have no reply. They may well say 
that, although  protectionists, they 
have established permanent free trade 
within the limits of their own coun- 
tries, where everything which can 
hamper production or limit the in- 
crease of wealth has been abolished 
by their patriotiem and foresight, and 
they may well ask us whether we in 
the British empire can point to a sim!- 
lar picture and whether our vaunted 
free trade includes those great selif- 
governing colonies which we proudly 
boast are to be the great buttresses of 
our empire in the future. 

“Free trade is indeed an empty name 
and a vain farce If it is a fact that for- 
eign natiohs are setting themselves to 
divert our industries, exclude our man- 
ufactures, and limit the international

There 
are aleo many excellent imstitutions of 
this kind scattered through the At- 
lantic Coast States, where the cli- 
matic conditions do not begin to com- 
pare with ours. 

It should certainly be a_ profitable 
undertaking to establish such an in- 
stitution somewhere in Southern Cali- 
fornia. It should have capactous 
grounds, where plenty of fresh fruit 
and 
pure milk and fresh eggs. Some time 
ago the Battle Creek people sent a 
delegation down here ito look after a 
site, but their chief object appeared 
to be to secure a biz cash subsidy, 
rather than to select the best location. 
Why do not some enterprising South- 
ern Californians, who are interested 
in hygiene. and have some means, cur- 
ganize a company to build a first-class 
sanatorium’? There are some excel- 
lent smal! institutions of the kiad, 
but most of them are intended pri- 
marily for the treatment of twht- 
sumption. There are also mineral 
springs. where good results are at- 
tained. What is needed is a large in- 
stitution, where the patient may have 
the benefit of hygienic dietary, with 
absolutely pure food, all forms of 
baths. including sun baths, massage

OF MUNICIPAL FRAN- 
CHISES. 
in a letter of congratulation ad- 


dressed by the Municipal League to 
Councilman MecAieer, congratulating 
him upon his stand on behalf of ade- 
quate consideration for street railroad 
franchises, the league calls atten- 
tion to the great value of such fran- 
chises. as disclosed by the prices paid 
for street railroad systems when they 
change hands. The point is well 
taken. The league shows that the 
Traction street railroad gystem of Los 
Angeles—a comparatively new system. 
and not a very extensive one—recently 
sold for the high price of $1,750,000, 
the purchaser assuming all the bonded 
indebtedness. Now, this bonded in- 
debtedness paid the entire cost of con- 
structing and equipping the road, s0 
that the great sum of $1,750.000 was 
paid for a franchise which the com- 
pany had secured a few years ago 
from the city “free, gratis, for noth- 
ing.” 

Again, two years ago the Market 
street railroad system of San #ran- 
cisco sold for $17,900,000, the tangible 
assets being all covered by a bonded 
indebtedness assumed by the  pur- 
chaser, so that this immense sum was 
paid merely for a franchise that had 
been granted free of cost by the city 
authorities. 

It is a fact that almost ali American 
cities are in the habit of giving away 
privileges that have great 
value. Sometimes this is the result of 
mere thoughtlessness, or because 
has been the custom to do s0. In 
other cases. the cause is quite differ- 
ent, and less excusable. 

In Los Angeles we have had strik- 
ing examples of how a city may give 
away. for nothing. or neat to noth- 
ing. property and privileges that later 
become immensely vaiuable. In the 
eariy cays the pueblo of Los Angeles 
owned ali the property within § the 
city limits, exeepi the comparatively 
small area that had been granted to 
those who wished to cultivate the 
ground, or build residences, or business 
structures. 
been frittered away for a _ trifling 
amount—a few dollars, or even a few 
cents an acre—except the land inciuded 
in the parks, and a few small pieces 
of little value, that are leased at a 
nominal rental. Just suppose that the 
city bad held on to this land, and had 
leased it for a term of years. If that 
had been done, Los Angeles might to- 
day not only be entirely free from 
city taxation, but might be able to 
create a magnificent system of parks 
and boulevards, to build a fine public 
fforary. and to do many other things 
which are now difficult, owing to lack 
of money.

If a street rail- 
road franchise is worth a million and 
three-quarters to a purchaser, within 
a few years, it ought to be worth at 
least 20 per cent. of that amount to 
the city when it is granted. 


NDIVIDUAL CONTRACT RIGHTS. 

John Mitchell, president of the 
anthracite miners’ union, has declared 
that “trade-unioniem stands unalter- 
ably opposed to the individual con- 
tract” (as between employers and em- 
ployed,) and he looks forward to the 
millennial time when “this principle” 
shall be “firmly and fully established.”

The time may not be far off when 
the street railway companies will! be 
compelled to water their tracks, or pro- 
vide other means to lay the dust. A 
movement to this end is now quietly 
afoot. Thousands of dollars will be 
saved the city each year if the plan 
can be carried out. 

There is now over 100 miles of double- 
track railway on the improved streets 
of the city. All franchises cover thai 
portion of the street between the rails 
and for two feet on eath side—practic- 
ally one-third of the street. On this 
basis the city would save over $20,000 
a year if the street railway companies 
sprinkled their tracks. 

But perhaps the most important fea- 
ture of the new plan is its relation to 
the proposed street sprinkling from 
tank cars. If the railway companies 
can be compelled to keep the part of 
the street over which they have an 
easement properly sprinkled it is 
thought they would be very willing to 
coOperate with the city in sprinkling 
the entire width of such streets. 

At the last session of the Council a 
resolution was introduced by McAleer 
requesting the City Attorney to report 
whether it is competent for the legis- 
lative body to pass an ordinance re- 
quiring the companies to water their 
tracks. The resolution appeared inno- 
cent enough, and it was passed unani- 

It is doubtful if any member 


person has acquired a franchise of 
operating lines of electric cars in the 
streets of the city, such franchise car- 
ries with it the right to so use and 
operate their cars as to become detri- 
mental to the public health of the 
city, and hence a public nuisance, and 
that the City Council has not the 
power to regulate the same by meatis 
of reasonable and te ordi- 
nances.” 

‘After summing up the 4 
which showed conditions like those 
prevailing in Los Angeles, the court 
says: 

“We think it reasonably clear that 
the operation of the street electric 
cars is the principal cause of the dust 
which is complained of, and that it is 
shown to be a nuisance, injurious to 
the public health and detrimental to 
the comfort and convenience of the 
public.” 

In conclusion the Supreme Court of 
Louisiana decides that it is entirely 
competent for a city, in the exercise of 
its police powers, to compel a street- 
railway company to water its tracks. 
The case was decided in 1898. Similar 
decisions have been rendered in Penn- 
syivania and other States. 

Should the Los Angeles City Council 
pass such an ordinance the companies 
would be compelled to purchase water 
from the city to water the tracks, and 
not only would the cost of sprinkling 
that portion of the streets be saved, 
but a considerable revenue would be 
derived from the sale of water so used.

The te@ir,cny in 
these cases proved that the swiftly- 
moving cars stirred up much dust 
which was offensive and injurious both 
to the passengers riding on the cars 
and to persons residing along the 
streets traversed. 
int was litigated in Savannah, 

president of a railway com- 
pany was fined for fallure to observe 
an ordinance requiring the company to 
keep the streets watered. In that case 
the court said in effect that a pro- 
vision in the charter of a city giving it 
power “to make, ordain and establish 
such bylaws, ordinances, rules and 
regulations as shall appear requisite 
and necéssary for the security, wel- 
fare and convenience of the city and 
its inhabitants, and for preserving 
health, peace and go00d government 
within the limits of the same,” gives it 
authority to pass an ordinance requir- 
ing street car companies to keep their 
tracks watered so as to lay the dust. 
A New Orleans case, decided by the 
Supreme Court of Louisiana, also in- 
dicates -that the city has power to pass 
such an ordinance. The court so de- 
clares in the strongest terms, and the 
conditions in Los Angeles appear to be 
very similar to those prevailing in’ New 
Orleans. The Counctl of that city 
passed an ordinance requiring railway 
companies to water their tracks. The

“An ordinance of the City Council! of 
the city of New Orteans which requires 
corporations ting strect electric 
cars within the Nmits of the city. upon 
tracks laid down in the public etreets 
thereof, to water their tracks so as to 
effectually lay the dust within their 
tracks, is a legal exercise of the police 
power of the city. Such an ordirance 
tends to promote the comfort and con- 
venience of passengers and the health 
and comfort of the inhabitants of the 
city. It ts neither indefinite nor un- 
reasonable.”

SEVEN H!NDRED THOUSAND. 
That Many Names on Chamber of 


Commerce Registers, and a°Great New 
Book Just Opened. 


The seventh register to be filled with 
100,000 names of visitors to the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce was laid 
aside yesterday, and a new one of 
equal hugeness substituted, catching 
for its signature that of “William 
Thede, Hamburg, Germany.” which 
appears on the first line of the first 
page of the volume which will gobble 
its fill of cognomens and addresses 
from the ends of the earth during the 
year. The foreign signature which 
happened to open this new volume is 
significant of the wide range of the 
visitors to the chamber during a year. 

These ponderous volumes contain 
4000 pages and weigh 400 pounds each, 
As only a part of th people who visit 
the exhibit hall during a year ever 
register, it can be seen that the 
throngs thal pass through the chamber 
are enormous. 

Besides these immense books, the 
largest in the world, there are 32 
other completed registers, averaging 
from 1000 to over 5000 names, fled 
away, beginning with the first register, 
opened in 1890, when the first regular 
exhibit of the Chamber of Commerce 
was installed in Mott Hall, over the 
old Mott Market on South Main street. 

Every civilized and semi-civilized 
country on the globe is represented 
on these pages. Some of the big reg- 
isters have been to world’s fairs on 
special occasions, and have received 
the marks and the almost unintelligi- 
ble chirography that repreSent the 
names even of uncivilized men, euch 
as Dahomeans and other African 


“savages.” Many famous names are 
there, too, those of Senators, Con- 
gressmen, Governors, foreign repre- 


sentatives and officials being innumer- 
able. The name of the Princess Eula- 
lie of Spain is one of them.

This machine is the grand new won- 
Ger of the music world. “Greatest pips 
organ” but faintly describes it. It 
really ts a graduate of “organism,” 
and is in a class by itslef. The organ 
is considerably the biggest of ail 
musical instruments. Most of the 
known music devices are incorporated 
in it, with several absolutely new cre- 
ations in the way of sound-producers, 
The numerous unique features are 
porducts of the mature genius of its 
chief maker, M. B. Fieming. 

The organ is good three stories high, 
and is as big as a respectable house. 
The bulk of the instrument has been 
constructed in three sections, and the 
accompanying photograph shows one 
of these parts. The interior of the 
spacious workshop, where it is being 
constructed, is crowded to the lMmit, 
and has the appearance of an intri- 
cately-scaffolded arena. The first sec- 
tion will be ready for shipment within 
a few weeks, and its safe conveyance 
involves something of a trangportation 
problem. 

Something of the magnitude of the 
organ can be understood when it is 
known that 74,500 feet of lumber is 
used in the frame alone. This does not 
include the case, which is to be built 
in the East under the plans of the 
owners’ architects. The two pipes giv- 
ing the lowest tones are thirty-two 
feet long, and two good-sized men 
could crawl through one of them, side 
by side. It will take ten of the larg- 
est freight cars to transport the organ 
to St. Louis. 

The only instrument approaching in 
size the World's Fair organ is that in 
the Town Hall at Sydney, Australia, 
which ise the masterpiece of famous 
English builders. The Los Angeles or- 
gan puts the Australian world's cham- 
pion far in the rear both as to size 
and improved modern features. The 
Sydney organ contains 128 stops, 
against 140 in the new instrument. The 
latter will be operated by a new sys- 
tem involving two consoles, with forty- 
one mechanical registers and ninety 
pistons, which give a total of 271 dir- 
ferent actions. The cost of the organ 
will approximate $67,000. 

The great organ will not bear the 
name of Murray M. Harris, he having 
retired from the company, but will be 
known as a W. B. Fieming instru- 
ment. Mr. Fleming has not only been 
superintendent of its construction, but 
his is patentee of the “electro-pneu- 
matic system,” one of the most im- 
portant features, entirely new in this 
organ. | 

Beginning with the opening day of 
the St. Louis Exposition, concerts wil! 
be given on the Los Angeles organ 
daily, some of the most renowned or- 
ganists extant being echeduled to play 
the instrument. After the exposition 


the organ will be installed permanently

ON TAMMANY. 


—— 


Tells cAbout New York's 
Political Master. 


Eerl Rogers, Beq., addressed the Iro- 
quois Club last night on the subject, 
“Tammany Hall.” Mixing with a fund 
of accurate information a play of hu- 
mor, bits of fetching description_ of 
life on the Bowery, East Side scenes, 
political and social, Mr. Rogers held 
and delighted his audience for more 
than an hour. 

He said, in part: 

“Tammany Hall is the acme of po 
litical organization. It ia the greatest 
thing in the world, politically. There 
never has been and there never will be 
an~thing like it. Because there never 
will be conditions in any other city 
than New York or in any other age 
than the present which will be favor- 
able to the growth and perpetuity of 
an organization. 

“Tammany really consists of two 
separate and distinct bodies, the Tam- 
many Sociecy, which was organized 
about three weeks after Washington's 
first inauguration; and the Demo- 
eratic-Republican party, or, in other 
words, Tammany Hall. The Tammany 
Society was founded as a protest 
egeinst the ideas and doctrines of the 
Society of the Cincinnati, which was 
en organization of the officers of 
the Revolutionary Army designed to 
perpetuate class distinction between 
Officers and the rank and file after the 
disbanding of the army. 

“At first the Tammany Society went 
into politics only for the purpose of 
counteracting the ideas and projects 
of the Society of the Cincinnati; but 
Aaron Burr got hold of it, took it into 
politics, and largely through its as- 
sistance carried New York for Jef- 
ferson and himself. 

“Gradually the society became more 
and more interested in practical pol- 
ities, and Martin Van Buren used it to 
elect himself to the United States Sen- 
ate and afterward to the Presidency. 
But in its present form Tammany 
l originates with the advent of 
onest John Kelly” as leader. Tweed 
was the first leader to realize the pos- 
sibilities of Tammany as a political or- 
ganization, and from a firemen and

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POTTERIES IN DANGER. 


American “Corner” in the Earthen- 
ware Trade Apprehended in Great 
Britain. 

{London Mail.] The prosperity of 
the entire pottery district of Stafford- 
shire is threatened by a “cornering” 
acheme of gigantic proportions formd.- 
lated by a syndicate of American cap- 
italiste now in England. 

They propose to buy up at a cost 
estimated at between £5,000,000 and 
210,000,000 sterling all the mines in 
Engiand that produce what is called 
“ball clay.” his material is ab- 
solutely indispensable in the manu- 
facture of earthenware. The acquisi- 
tion of the mines would enable the 
American syndicate to demand what- 
ever price they Ghose for the clay, 
the alternative being the destruction 
of one of the principal industries in 

and end the transference of the 
to the United States. 

MANUFACTURERS ALARMED, 


The situation is regatded with un- 
qualified anxiety by the manufactur- 
ers. The ecores of thousands of 
workers whose livelihood depends up- 
on the trade have hitherto been in 
ignorance of the danger that threat- 
ened their welfare, for their employ- 
ers deemed it wise to withhold the in- 
formation in their possession pending 
the result of efforts to circumvent 
the American project. Those efforts, 
as far as they have gone, have failed. 

“The scheme, if carried out to the 
extent proposed,” said a manufac- 
turer whose position entities him to 
speak with authority, “will not mere- 
ly strike a severe, ps a fatal, 
blow at one of England's etaple in- 
dustries; it will affect to a degree 

t cannot at present be foreshad- 
ow the existence of between 100,- 
000 and 150,000 workers.” 

DISTRICTS AFFECTED. 


Six populous towns are concerned— 
Hanley, Stoke-on-Trent, Longton, 
Fenton, Bursiem, and Tunstall. With- 
in a radius of sevén miles there @re 
400 pottery factories, the largest em- 
ploying 2000 “hands.” The combined 
population of the towns mentioned is 
about 300,000, of whom, it is computed, 
between a third and a half are en- 
gaged in the pottery factories. In 
thousands of cases entire families fol- 
low the same occupation—husband, 
wife, grown-up children, and “half- 
timers.” They have worked in the 
same factories, some of which have 
been established over a hundred years, 
generation after generation. 

The only trate they know is “pot- 
ting: it requires Kittle effort to 
conceive what would be their fate if 
circumstances arose to ruin that trade. 
ENGLISH WANT COUNTER-MOVE. 

“There is still time to prevent such 
a possibility,” said the authority al- 
ready quoted. “It can be done by an 
English syndicate doing immediately 
what the American syndicate is try- 
ing to do—that is, buying the mines. 
The owners are at present holding 
out.” 

The mines in question are situated in 
Devonshire and Dorsetshire, and are 
in the hands of twelve proprietors. They 
are the only mines in the world that 
produce the “ball clay,” without 
which the manufacture of earthenware 
is impossible. It is shipped in vast 
quantities to the United States, France, 
Germany; in fact, to every country 
where earthenware is made. 

The American syndicate realized that 
with these mines in their possession 
they could dictate terms to manufac- 
turers of earthenware throughout Eu- 
rope. Thereupon representatives were 
dispatched to open negotiations with 
the twelve firms. At the same time 
overtures were made to thirty propri- 
eture of the best china clay mines in 
Cornwall and Devonshire. China clay, 
besides being another important con- 
stituent of earthenware, is used al- 
most as largely for bleaching and 
“loading” textiles and in the manufac- 
ture of paper. Therefore other impor- 
tant industries would be affected by 
the “corner.” 

The parties interested in the trans- 
action mention figures approaching an 
aggregate of £10,000,000 sterling. The 
transference of the mines has not yet 
taken place, but that there is some 
probability of the negotiations being 
completed is evidenced by the send- 
ing of representatives of the Potteries 
Chamber of Commerce to watch as best 
they can the proceedings in Devon- 
shire and Cornwall. 

PRICE MAY BE COUBLED. 

“There can be no doubt as to what 
the syndicate has in view,” observed a 
leading manufacturer. “Ball clay is 
now sold at the shipping port at from 
l2s. to 1és per ton. We estimate that 
the capital involved would necessitate 
doubling the price. America is our 
best customer for earthenware. Five 
years ago our exports to that country 
began to diminish. Several factories 
were closed, and remain so. Others are 
working ‘short time.’ But we antici- 
pate a brighter future, for our Amer- 
ican trade is gradually returning. The 
syndicate, however, has again dashed 
our hopes. By putting a protective 
price on ‘ball clay’ they could capture 
not only the American trade, but the 
English trade as well. That would be 
the death blow of the potteries. 

“The tariff on our exports to the 
United States is from 30 to 60 per cent. 
Huge factories with the most up-to- 
date plants are being erected in that 
country. The syndicate has only to 
place a protective price on ‘ball clay’ 
as regards England and the continent 
in order to give America a monopoly 
in the earthenware trade of the world.” 

Furthermore, inquiry showed that 
Germany is becoming increasingly com- 
petitive with the potteries. 

“Germany has got her claws on a 
great and historic industry that has 
thrived in Staffordskire for a century 
and a half,” sald a Hanley employer. 
“But America now seems destined to 
wrest the prize from her hands. And 
to accomplish that purpose - America 
proposes to buy practically the whole 
of Cornwall! While we may suffer— 
while black ruin may stare us in the 
face—we cannot help but wonder at an 
enterprise so gigantic.”

INTRICATE WATER PROBLEM. 

SAN JACINTO, Oct. 1L-—J. Fred 
Hards of this town has filed claim to 
6000 inches of free flowing water which 
he collects from the following sources: 
3000 inches from what is Known as 
Strawberry Creek and 1500 Inches each 
from the North and Seuth Forks of the 
San Jacinto River. This unlooked-for 
appropriation of water from these 
sources promises to excite some very 
problematic law suits, as the water 
fled upon, ie and has been, used by 
water compenies and individuals for 


years past. 

The Fairview Land and Water Com- 
pany, which supplies water for the 
little town of Vaile Vista at the head of 
this valley, has for years, by means of 
pipes and open ditches utilised the 
water from the North Fork and the 
San Jacinto River, and the Lake Hemet 
Water Company. with its millions of 
doliars capital, has, and is now, util- 
iging the water from the Strawberry 
Creek and the South Fork of the San 
Jacinto River. It is through this South 
Fork of the river that the water from 
the great Hemet Dam is conducted to 
the Hemet lands here in the valley. 
Mr. Hard’s adventure has surprised 
the keenest water promoters in this 
valley anceleewhere, and it means no 
more or less, than laying claim to the 
water over and above the rights gained 
or established by these companies and 
individuals who have used this same 
water for years past. 

Should Mr. Hards be successful and 
legally acquire the water on which he 
has filed, he will have become 
of one of the most perpetual and free- 
flowing water resources to be gained 
anywhere in Southern California. And, 
although the average flow of water 
from these thgee sources during the 
past dry re has not been 6000 inches 
during irrigating season, there has 
been, however, water in such quantity 
as would be worth $100,000. 

Aside from the opposition promised 
by the immediately interested compan- 
les there are likely to be instituted 


injunctions from some of the 
valley dairymen with property 
lying adjacent to the San  Ja- 
cinto River, who willl claim ri- 


parian rights to the use of the water, 
and will ask that the water be per- 
mitted to pursue its natural channel. 

For nearly five years past the right 
of these companies to hold the water 
of the sources out of the natural chan- 
nel has been disputed and now the fil- 
ing made by Mr. Hards will hasten a 
suit which will decide the claims of 
those prior to his claim, his own claim, 
and the rights of the riparian farmers. 
The suit in question wil: be one of intri- 
cate problems, as aside from the long 
list of claimants already mentioned, 
are the farmers in the artesian-well 
belt in the valley, who argue that the 
water should be given its natural 
course down the river-bed, as it did 
in years past, and by its seepage supply 
the artesian wells with an underground 
current of water. 

The point taken by these farmers in 
the arterian-well belt is a strong one, 
as it is fully demonstrated that’ the 
water extracted by these large com- 
panies from the three branches of the 
San Jacinto River has been at a sac- 
rifice to the artesian wells, for, since 
the absence of this water in the river, 
the wells have gradually ceased flow- 
ing. The stated purpose for which the 
recent fillings have been made is given 
for “irrigation and power purposes.”

AL STRIFE 


A UNION MAN ON THE CAUSES, 
AND PROPOSED REMEDY. 


HE following arficle on the labor 
problem i# from the pen of an intel- 
ligent tron-molder and a member of 

an iron-molders’ union: 
The question is oten asked: “What 
is the cause of so many disagreements 
between labor and capital?” I will give 


you my honest opinion. [\am not go- 
ing to give you an opinion that is 
biased or prejudiced. I am a working- 
man and have been all my life and 
never expect to be anything else. I am 


yet, when I give an honest opinion I 
must say that labor is 80 per cent. 
wrong and 20 per cent. right, and vice 
versa, as regards capital. This is my 
honest opinion, and I think | can prove 
my assertions. Labor demands that it 
be recognized. The fight for recognition 
and the right to organize has been go- 
ing on for years. Capital has been &s- 
sailed and denounced as tyrafinical for 
refusing to recognize the different un- 
ions. Now just what labor demands 
for itself it denies to capital—the right 
to organize. Now if labor has a legal 
and moral right to organize for pro- 
tection, how can it possibly be wrong 
for capital to do the same? If the 
cause of labor is always just and right 
what has it to fear from the organiza- 
tion of capital? When you are right 
you need fear no man. It is only cow- 
ards who seek to overwhelm others by 
superior numbers. 

unions say: “We have the right 
to organize and enforce our demands, 
but capital has no right to organize to 
resist us." If labor has the right to or- 
ganize for mutua! protection why does 
no. capital have the same right? Labor 
is necessary to capital and capital is 
necessary to labor. Their interests are 
the same. But labor desires to rule 
capital. In other words, it wishes cap- 
ital to furnish the money and the ex- 
perience and give it all the fits. You 
will hear agitators say, “Down with 
capital! Down with the trusts! Down 
with government by injunction!” Sup- 
pose we do away with all these. What 
is to become of us? Is not the experi- 


Lenee of the early '90’s proof that we 


cannot get along without capital? Does 
not our daily experience teach us that 
we cannot get along without law and 
order. If we take the power away from 
' the courts how are we to have law and 
order? This terrible thing called in- 
junction has no terror for law-abiding 
citigens, it is the lawbreaker who 
fears it. An injunction may be ob- 
tained by any one, against any one; 
the court itself may be enjoined. This 
being the case, how can any law-abid- 
ing man oppose that which he may use 
for his own protection at any time? The 
reason the unions cannot use the in- 
junction ts because their methods are 
illegal. They do not obey the law, 
therefore they pay the penalty. No one 
has the right to stop a man on the 
street and tell him what he must or 
must not do. No one has the right to 
stand outside a place of business and 
threaten or argue with any one at- 
tempting to enter there. It is provoking 
a breach of the peace, if nothing elee. 

Tf the unions have, as they claim, 
the best of their craft in the unions, 
why do they bother with an employer 
that will not yield to them? Why do 
they not walk away and stay away 
until he sends for them? This he will 
be compelled to do, and do it quicker 
than if they try to force him. But 
the fact that men will stay around, 
intimidate men who take their places, 
and try to stop people from patroniz- 
ing the manufacturer, is positive proof 
that they are not making yo de- 
mand, that they are trying force a 
man to give them what they are not 
entitled to. You may force a man to 
accede to your demands at times, but 
just as surely as you do, just that 
surely will he retaliate when the op- 
portunity presents itself. ... 

The unions biacklist a man if he re- 
fuses to belong to the union; they 
blacklist a firm if it refuses to accede 
to their demands; they biacklist a 
paper that publishes one word against 
them; a store that handles anything 
that does not sult them. They claim 
it is just. Bat if a manufacturer dis- 
charges a man who has made himeelf 
obnoxious, he is a scoundrel that 
should be hanged, drawn and quar- 
tered. Now, if such high-handed pro- 
ceedings were to succeed, what woujd 
become of our liberty? We would be- 
come the slaves of our self-styled cap- 
tains of industry. A union men con- 
not act for himself. He is forced to 
accept whatever terme the union 
makes for him, and as a rule the 
terms are less than what a good me- 
chanic is entitled to and more than a 
poor one should receive. The poor 
workman is the gainer and the good 
one the loser by unionism. Show me 
a poor workman and I will show you 
a good union man. This in time is 
bound to hurt the country, for with 
no incentive to perfect ourselves in 
our trade, the American mechanic is 
bound to deteriorate. .., 

We have in this country three char- 
acters from Dickens's “David Copper- 
field,” “Uriah Heep, the crafty labor 
leader, always humble and looking out 
for everybody's interests but his own 
in particular; Mr. Micawber, always 
looking for something to turn up in 
the way of strikes or trowble, that he 
may impose upon some ane: Barkis, 
always willing—wiling to work, will- 
ing to starve or willing to fight just 
aa he is ordered by Mr. Heep or Mr. 
Micawber. Now they talk of capital- 
ists who claim God-given rights... I 
would like to know who gives the 
labor leader the right to etarve little 
children; evho gives them the right to 
say when wy children or your children 
shall suffer from cold and hunger, or 
when they shall not? ... 


Now, my idea of the solution of the 
wage problem is: 


(l.) Let every unéen of the coun- 
try incorporate under the laws of the 
State in which it expects to do busi- 
ness. Let each union revise ite con- 
stitution, so it will conform with the 
jaws of the United @tates and reduce 
the dues to one-half. 

(2.) Grade or classify ite members 
from A to C. For instance, when a 
man starts to work at a trade, after 
having served an apprenticesh'= he is 
to start in clases C and remain there 
for six months. At the end of the six 
months if he ahows improvement in his 
work he is to be advanced to class B. 
If he shows no improvement 
he is to remain in cass € until 
he does, but he must show improve- 
ment for six months before advancing 
to class B. In class B a man should 
show improvement for at least one year 
before advancing to class A. A man 
should improve in al! branches of his 
work steadily to hold a place tn classes 
A or B, and any time he shows a ten- 
dency to deteriorate he should drop 
back to the next classe. A man addicted 
to excessive drinking should never get 
above the C class until he changes his 
habit, and a man falling into such hab- 
its, if in class A, ehould be dropped 
back clases C until he reforms. 
This would have a tendenc~ to stop 
that areatest of curses, intemperance 

In this way. men could be classified 
according to their skill, the amount of 
and kind of service they rendered, 
these classifications to be made by the 
men employing them and a committee 
of the union, the manufacturer to sub- 
mit a report of the average amount 
and quality of the work performed by 
the men, the men having the right to 
demand an investigation, when a com- 
mittee of one workingman, one manu 
facturer and one p man 
shall investigate, their decision to

stand, and they to be paid by the party 
they decide against. The union should 
pay if the workman loses and charge 


to pay the cost Mm the event of his be- 
ing wrong. This would keep down 
wrangles and prevent discrimination 
against any man whom the omonges 
might become prejudiced against. 

pay of the investigating committee 
might be determined by @ joint com- 
mittee of employers and employés, 
the employer having the right to dis- 
charge or employ whom he chooses 
and when he chooses, al] yiolations of 
contract to be referred to the courts, 
and strikes, lock-outs and boycotts to 
be abolished. The rate of wages for 
mechanics should be determined and 
ruled by the market price of the arti- 
cle produced by them. Where the me 
chanic is employed in building trades 
the wage rate should be determined by 
the cost of the necessities, a base 
price to be fixed and then slide up and 
down. As the market advances, the 
wages should advance; as the market 
drops, the wages drop, wages to go no 
lower than the fixed base, but to have 
no limit as to how high they should 
go. The average price of products for 
three months should be the wage 
price for the succeeding three months, 
the contract to last at least ten years, 
all men in class A to receive per 
cent. more than men in class C, and 
10 per cent. more than men in class B. 
This would protect the employer from 
slumps in the market, for if he were 
tied up with a yearly contract, he 
would have to lose money by a drop 


in the market, while in this manner 
wages would always adjust them- 
selves to the market price. The me- 
| chanic would be protected also, for a 
|man would be paid according to his 
ability. He would have no strikes 
nor lock-outs to harass him and his 
family; he would have a legal con- 
tract to protect him and would not 
have a lot of dead-head walking dele- 
gates to support in style, while he 
worked or starved, just as they or- 
dered. 

Now, the dues of such a union 
should be 2% cents per month, divided 
as follows: Five cents to the national 
organization, two cents for printing, 
eight cents for local lodges and ten 
cents for a benefit fund, to be paid in 
event of accidental injury or prolonged 
liiness of a member. The books of the 
organization could be demanded at 
j}any time under this plan, and any 
| peculations punished by the courts. 
Then we would not be outlaws at the 
mercy of a lot of sharks, who could 
rob us whenever they saw fit. 

The only thing I see right about the 
unions of the present day is that they 
are organized. In every other respect 
they are wrong, and the men at the 
head of them are responsible for every 
life lost in a strike, whether it be the 
life of a striker or the man that takes 
his place; or the wife or children of 
the striker, who give up their lives in 
those uncalled for struggles. And just 
as sure as there is a just God, just 
that sure will they have to answer to 
Him for all the suffering they have 
caused, for all the tears, for all the 
starvine, for all the neglect of help- 
less children, who suffer that they may 


prosper. ... 

Now, I will say in conclusion that 
there never was a time when I took 
a position for less than other men, 
but there have been times when I re- 
fused positions, not because the union 
said it was wrong, but because I 
thought the compensation was not 
sufficient. My sole object in writing 
these lines is to try to bring the work- 
ingmen of this country to an under- 
standing of the position we are _ in, 
and to try to find a remedy for the 
evil that is holding our country back, 
and keeping us from taking our place, 
not amongst the nations of the world, 


but where we belong, at the head.
